Last week a simple explana-
tion was given of immunity to
disease or the ability of "the
body -when attacked by germs
to generate several amazing
germ fighting substances.
These substances can be pro-
duced through artificial stimula-
tion afforded by the injection
into the body of carefully meas-
ured amounts of vaccines made
from germs or toxins. ‘When

are chemically treated or oth-
erwise changed so that their
ability* to . poison the body is
reduced below the dagger point.
In vaccines made from germs,

*I'the germs have been killed by

heating or grinding so that they
cannot grow or cause disease.
. Classic examples of artificial
protection against virus di-
seases were Pasteur's. vaccina-
tion against rabies :and, ante-
dating that, Jenner's successful
vaccination - procedure against
smallpox, unique in that the
immunity was at that time and
still is induced through an in-
jection of cowpox virus, closely
akin to but not identical with
smallpox virus.

Because of military reasons,
disclosure of detailed results of
recent immunization advances
employed by the armed forces
must await the end of the war.
It is known, however, that cer-
tain diseases such’ as typhus,
cholera, and, yellow fever, not
previously controllable in war
time *are becoming preventable
through immunization.

Vaccines for specific diseases
will be discussed from time to
time,

A check by trained tire men
of the association here recently
revealed that 46.per cent of the
passenger cars in this area need
recapping. If this work is not
done immediately the cords will
be  burned or carcasses dam-
afed so that it will be impos-
sible to.retread these tires.

$1532 Yearly

Preliminary  estimates’ indi:
cate that 1944 per capita civil:
fan income in California reached
an alltime high of $1,632, .an
increase of 107.9 per cent over
the average of $737 for 1939,
according to a survey report re-
leased here today by, Harrison
. Robinson, - president of the
California State = Chamber  of

.| Commerce.

This is an increase of $67
over the California average of
$1.465 in 1943, according to the
report. The 1943 per capita ci-
vilian income for the United
States as a whole was $1,032,
having risen to that figure from
$537 in 1939, the report states.

The report, which was pre-
pared by the state chamber's
research - department, estimates
that 1944 individual civilian in-
comes in the state totaled $12,-
521,000,000 compared with  $5,
013,000,000 in 1939. This is a
gain of _$7,508,000,000. Totals
for 1942 and 1948, respectively,
were $8,842,600,000 and $11,247,-
300,000.

After the collection of income
and social security taxes, there
was left for disposal by Cali-
fornia clvillans = $11,217,564,000
in 1944, compared with ‘$4,920,-
000,000 in 1939, the report esti-
mates. Total disposable indi-
vidual incomes in the state are
placed by the report at $5,447,-
193,000 in 1940, $6,724,529,000 in
1941, $8,457,947,000 in 1942, and
$10,076,456,000 in 1943.

The difference between

and total bl
comes set forth in the report
‘was $1,308,436,000 in 1944 com-
pared with $93,000,000 in 1939.
This reflects' the higher income
tax collections by which Cali-
fornia civilians are helping to
support the war effort.

against the continuance of state
tax reduction being put on the
legislature by  the representa-
tives of local governments,”
citizens - committee said. %
governor’s budget for 1945-47,
on the bdsis of reducéd tax
rates, shows that balances avail-
able for postwar use will exceed
$350,000,000.

“The taxpayer realizes the
need for heavy federal taxes to
pay:for the war, but to increase
state taxes from their 1943-45
rates with $350,000,000 of post-
war funds available would be
intolerable.”

In opposing further subven-
tions to local governments, the
committee cited the following
reasons:

“Revenue collection by one
government and spending by
another leads to' extravagance.

‘‘Property’ taxpayers pay
sales, income, and other state
taxes as well.

“Since 1912, when the state
relinquished the property
field to local ‘governments, plm
erty taxes have increased from
$55,386,000 to $315,067,000 a
ear. [ ‘

“Subventions by the state to
local governments have rocketed
from $7,819,000 in 1912 to $160,-
713,000 in 1944,

“From 1912 to' 1944, property
taxes increased 5.7 times, sub-
ventions 20.6 times, and popula-
tion only 3.3 times.

“As taxpayers in Los Angeles
city, we would prefer to issue
$16,000,000. of sewer bonds, in-
stead of the $10,000,000 on'the
ballot, and not dip into the
state treasury for a strictly lo-
cal need.
